Power to Fix Rates. 

By the new Constitution of the 
State of Yirginia, which went into 
etl'ect Thursday, there will be in 
the place of the single Railroad 

mission. The body il to be com- 
posed of three members, to be 
named by the Governor, and con- 
firmed by the General Assembly. 
The commission is given power to 
fix rates for railroads, express, tel- 
egraph and telephone companies. 
The only appeal permitted from its 
decisions is to to the State Supreme 
Court. The law forbids every 
State, city or cotinty^otficial to ac- 
pept free transportation. 

Texas' Biggest Farms and Farms 
in Tennessee. 

By the Census Bureau, the val- 
ue of farm lanas and farm proper- 
ty in Texas amounted to t96M80,< 
273. There were- 352,11(0 farms in 
the State, an area of 125,807,017 
acres. The average size of Texas 
farms ate 353 acres, but only a lit 
tie more than 15 per cent of (hi 
land is improved. The largest 
farm embraces 450,000 acres. Thi 
average size of the live stock farm 
is 2,115 acres andof the cotton

Census Bureau places the num- 
ber of farms in Tenessee at 224,- 
623, of an average size of ninety 
acres. Seventy-six per cent, of the 
acreage of the State is devoted 
farming. The farm lands, with 
their improvement*, are valued at 
•366,160,150. The value of farm 
product* for 1899 is 1100,168,440. 
Fifteen per cent of the farmers of 
the Stase are negroes.

That the 
retiring premier's health has failed to 
some extent Is undeniable; but this is 
not more than, perhaps, Is to be ex- 
pected in a man of his years, and the 
close of the war in Sonth Africa and 
the return of the commanding general 
there Is considered to be an appropri- 
ate time for bis withdrawal. 

It is learned that Lord Salisbury, in 
resigning, expressed the desire that 
no now title or honors should be con- 
ferred upon him.

Final Overtnres For Settlement 
of the Freight Handlers 
Strike to Be Made. 

THOUGHT IT WILL BE A FAILURE. 



The Railroads Agree to Pay Seventeen 
and a Half Cents Per Hour, but 
the Meai Demanded Kigbieeu. 




The Strikers Will Reject All Proposals 
Which 8hall Not Stipulate For 
the Payment of the Union 
Wage Scale. 

Chicago, July 14.— Final overtures 
for the settlement of the strike ot , 
freight handlers and teamsters were 
made at meetings of the two unions 
Sunday night.
